Hereupon, the 
Otncers belonging to the faid Prifyn refuled 
to deliver him, and giving the Serjean: ll 
Language, a Scuffle enfuied, which cauted the 
Sheriff of Londom to be fent for, who took Part

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Serieant returned without the Priioner. Now,

and entred upon Record. In which Petition, 


it is obfervable, that Liberty, or Freedom ot 


Speech is not a Power for Men to {peak what 
they wll, or pleafe in Parliament, but it isa 
Privilege only not to be punifhed, but pardoned 
for the Offence of {peaking more Jargely, than it 
becomes them to do: Which, ina right Con- 
ftrugtion, muft be unJerftood of rafh, unad- 
viled, ignorant, or negligent E/capes or Sisps in 
Speech, not for Willful, Malicicus, much lcfs 
for Treafinable Speeches. And then the King’s 
Pardon was defired to be upon Record, that it 
might be pleaded at Bartoall Actions. ‘There 
is a Speech upon Record in Queen Elizaberh’s 
Time, wherein the Commons were cautioned 
not to meddle with the Queen's Perfon, the State, 
or Church-Government. ;

Earneft. It is very true, and I will give you 
fome Inftances drawn from good Authenick 
Recor:'s. In the 23d of Eliz Reg. Mr. Paul 
Wentworth moved in the Houle for a prblick 
Faft, and for a Sermon every Morning at the 
Hour of Seven, before their fitting. Hereup- 
on the Commons were divided, which Divifion 
ended in a 100 Noes, and1s0 Yeas, and fo 
an Order pafled accordingly. ‘The Queen be- 
ing apprized hereof, fent a Metiage to the 
Houfe by her Vice-Chamberlain, importing, 
That her Majefty bad great Admiration at the 
Rafhnefs of the Houfe, in being guilty of fuch an 
apparent Contempt of her exprets Command, as 
to put in Excution, fuch an \nnovation, without , 
br Privity, or Confent firft known. 1n an{wer 
to which Mr. Vice-Chamberlain gave it as his O- 
pinion to the Houfe, that an bamb'e Submiffion 

foould be made to the Queen, acknowledging the 
faid Offence and Concempt, and craving Re- 
miution for the foo, wizh a full Purpofe vo tor- 
bear the Comm:fion, of the hke hereaticr. So 


by the Sotr-age of che whole Houfe, Afr. Vice- 
Chimberlass cavrod their Submiflion to tae 
Mocca in the \. ords and Form beforeemen- 
tion’d, 

ln the asth of Eliz. Mr, Peier Tt eutworth 
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and Sic Hexry Sromely deliver’d a Petition to 
the Lord Ke:per, defiring t Lords of the 
apper dioule to be Suppiians to them of the 


lower, to her Majefty, for entailing the Suc- 
ceflion to the Crown, whereof a Bill was rea- 
dily prepared and drawn. But the Queen 
was very highly difpleafed, and gave it incom- 
mand to her Council, to fimmon the Parties 
to appear before them; focthat Sir Tb. mas 
Henage was fent to take them into Cuftody, 
who were firft obliged to forbear going to the 
Houf2, and confined to their owa refpective 
Lodgings: Afterwards they were ca'led before 
the Lord Treafurer, Lovd Baceburft, avd Sir 
Thomas Henage, together with one Mr. Stevens, 
and Mr. Welch Kn ght of the Shire, for the 
County of Worcefter. 

The fame Queen alfm fent a notable Check 
to the Houfe of Commons in the 28) Year of 
her Reign, for’ «bo fig and returning Knights of 
the Shire for No fk. a Tairg sap rtinent tor 
the Houle to deal wilh, and belongiag only to 
the Othce and Charge ct hicr Chanecllor, trom 
whom che Writs ifJved and were returacd. 

In one Parliament, when Ad. Coke, afcer- 
wards Sir Edward, was Speaker, the fame 
Queen fent a Mefleng r, or Serjeant at Arms 
unto the Houle of Commons, and cook ouc 
Mr. Morris, and committed him to Prifon with 
feveral others, for fome Speeches {pokes in 
the Houfe. Thereupon 1%. Wroth moved the 
Houfe, that they would be humble Suicors ro 
her Majefty, that the would be pleafed to en- 
large chofe Members of the Houfe that were 
under reftraint ; waich was done accordingly, 
and had for Aniwer by one of her Privy Coun- 
cellors, * ‘That her Majeity had caus’d chem to 
* be commitred therein for Caules beft known 
* to her faif, and to pre her Hghnets with 
that Suit, would but hinder the whole Good 
* they fought. That the Houfe muit nor call 
* the Queen to an Account for what fhe doth 
* of her Royal Authority ; that the Caufe for 
which they are reftrained, may be hgh and 
* dangerous; that her Majeliy i:keth no fich 
© Queitions, neither doth it become the Houf> 
© to fe2arch into Ma ters of that Nature. 

Tne Commons were told in the ggrh of the 
fail Queen Féz.* Tanattheir PRIVILEGE 
‘was 2ez, and Ne, and that her Majeity’s 
© Pleafu e was, that ifche Spemer pe-cetved any 
€ idle Heads, whics would nor {tick to hazard 
© their owa Eftates, bur med ile with ref’ 
‘the Charch, ard transfo ming the Con 
© }Vealth by exhibiting Bills to that Pur;

Fe. Howfoever, the Legitimacay of that 
PrincefsS has been called in Queftion, on the 
Mother's Side, fhe was a true Daughter cf the 
Hiou'e of Tudor from the Fathers, and old Har- 
ry could never be forgotten through the whole 
Courfe of her Reign. 

Earn.ft. Tite Houf? of Commons by their 

Speaker in the Year Jaft mention’d, upon their 
Compia:nt of fome Monopolies were an!wer'd 
by the Lord Keeper in her Majefty’s Name: 
* That her Highnefs hoped her Dutiful and

that our Lord the King, neither of Due, nor Cuft- 
om, ought to grant any Lords to enter into Com- 
munication with them ot Matters touching the Par- 
liament 3 but by bis {pecial Grace, at this time, 
be granted their Requeft, in this Particular, And 
the faid Lord, who was Steward of the Hou- 
fhold, and the Se-retary before-named, brought 
his Majefty Word back from the Commons, 
That they kyew well, they could nor have any [uch 
Lords to commune with themef any Bufiness of Par- 
liament, without {pecial Grace, and Command fom 
the K ing bim/elf.
